MAY SOON MEAN 
BANK BORROWINGS 


Formal Statement of Re- 


serve Board Deals Exclu- 
sively With Credit and 
Production Situation. 


GROWTH OF RESERVES 


IN EXCESS OF NEEDS 


Available Supplies of La- 


bor Fix Limit Attained 
by Aggregate National 
Production.

Washington, April 29.—The federal . 


reserve board, in a formal statement 
tonight, again called attention to the 
rapid expansion of credit demand and 


industrial production and warns that . 


“a continuance of this credit demand 
must soon result in increased borrow- 
ings by banks which are members of 
the federal reserve system of the 
federal reserve banks.” While the 
statement was issued as a summary of 
April business, it deals exclusively 
with the credit and production situa- 
tion and threads through it a compari- 
son with conditions in 1920. 

In its discussiogp of the expanding 
production, the béard declares ‘“‘sub- 
stantial” increase in the demand for 
currency is in prospect if the rapid 
growth of payroll amounts continues 
as it has since the middle of 1922. 
Should more currency be needed, the 
board adds, the banks will seek great- 
er accowmodation from the reserve 
panks to secure the additional cur- 
rency issued, 

Excess of Credit Needs. 

“The present lending capacity of the 
country’s banking system, in view of 
the great growth of the reserves at 
the reserve banks,” the statement says, 
‘Ss now far in excess of the credit 
needs of the country’s productive ea- 
pacity. In such a situation it is the 
available supplies of- labor and equip- 
ment and not the potential supply of 
credit that in the end must fix the 


limit which may be attained by ugene,— 
As these

limits are approached{ credit policy 
must be increasingly influenced by 
careful consideration of the continued 
effectiveness of further additions to 
the total volume of credit in contribut- 
ing to inereased productivity.” 

The board, however, directs attene 
tion to the difference in the increases 
in commercial loans by commercial 
banking houses and the earning assets 


of the federal reserve banks as mug? 


gesting that the overflow of crédit 
demand, frequently predicted in recent 
weekg, has not yet started and the 
situation shows, therefore, the state- 
ment adds, that the increased credit 
demand has been largely in response 
to the increased volume of produce 
tion. At the same time, the board 
quotes from the report of the Hoover 
committee on unemployment and »usi- 
ness cycles to the effect that the rapid 
expansion of bank credit often lifts 
the buying power of business men out 
of line with the general buying powel 
of the community. 

New Policy Published. 

While in no way connecting the ac 
tion directly with the situation as re 
gards present credit demands, the 
board makes publie for the first time 
a new policy adopted by it and the 
governors of the federal reserve banks 
whe recently held their annual spring 
conference here. The board’s new 
principle deals with open market ac 
tivities of the reserve bank and says, 
in part, “that the time, manner, char- 
acter and volume of open market ine 
vestments, 
serye banks be governed with primary 
regard to the accommodation of com- 
merce and business and to the effeet 
of such purchases or sales on the gen- 
eral credit situation.” 

This policy, the statement explains, 
places investment eperations of the re- 
serve banks on the same 
siderations as those provided in the 
federal reserve act for the determ'na-
